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Could face court action 


Plant is blamed for drain odor 


A Romulus chemical plant could 
face court action by the state At- 
torney General’s Office if it fails to 
comply with recommendations to 
stop foul-smelling odors coming 
from the Trouton Drain. 

At least a dozen officials, 
representing that many govern- 


mental agencies and offices were in 
attendance at City Hall to hear area 
residents tell their story of neglect, 
bureaucratic red tape, buckpassing 
and frustration over their efforts to 
have the Trouton Drain odor 
problem resolved over the past six 
years. 


For over three hours, officials 
heard testimony from angry 
residents and city leaders con- 
cerning the polluted condition of the 
drain, located in the northeast 
section of Romulus. 

The drain, which runs in an 
easterly direction, parallel to 


Beverly Road, abuts several 
residential properties, and by all 
accounts, often contains a foul- 
smelling, black liquid, which makes 
life most unpleasant for its neigh- 
bors. 

According to a task force report, 
conducted by the Department of

A Romulus resident who has 
lived next door to the Trouton 
Drain for 33 years revealed the 
storm drain was never a 
problem until a chemical 
recovery plant began 
operations in the immediate 
area. 

Charles Alrid moved to 36020 
Joan with his family back in 
1946. He recalls that three 
previous business tenants of the 
property now occupied by 
Chemical Recovery Systems 
Co. operated for several years, 
each without causing problems 
with Trouton Drain. 

Alrid said the location at 36345 
Van Born Rd. was occupied by a 
coal yard when he first moved 
to the area. A lumber yard and 
a paint and oil company were 
the next businesses to locate on 
the site, each for three to four 
years, again with area residents 
experiencing no problems with 
Trouton Drain, he said. 

But, all that changed with the 
coming of the chemical 
recovery firm some 10 years 
ago. About six to eight years 
ago, he explained, he and his 
neighbors began noticing odors 
from the open storm drain. 

Alrid said complaints of 
residents in the area prompted 
the chemical company to install 
lagoons to store waste liquids 
generated by the firm’s 
operations. 

“The lagoons didn’t help 
anything,” Alrid said “In fact, 
they seemed to make matters 


sday afternoon of Trouton Drain 
from Joan to the lagoon, some 
1,000 feet north, by the En- 
terprise failed to detect any 
odors whatsoever. However, a 
check with Alrid Friday 
disclosed that odors became so 
strong Thursday night and 
early Friday morning that he 
could not sleep. 

His statements supported 
assertions made by Romulus 
Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry. 

“There seldom seems to be 
any smell during the daytime. 
They usually are the worst in 
the evening and during the 
night,” he explained. 

Raspberry said he was told by 
those who had inspected the 
area, including technical 
personnel from the state 
Department of Natural 
Resources, that sunlight played 
a prominent role in keeping 
odors to a minimum and that 
the onset of nightfall brought a 
complete turnabout. 

“Before we had troubles with 
Trouton Drain, it was full of 
fish, muskrats and other 
animals,” Alrid declared. “In 
the winter, it was used as a 
skating pond,” he added 

Now, all of that has changed 
Area residents want something 
done about ridding their neigh- 
borhood of the obnoxious odors 
that plague them and their 
families. 

Whoever is responsible for 
accomplishing what has over 
the years appeared to be im- 
possible - ridding Trouton Drain 
of its odors — will automatically 
become a hero to inhabitants of

Natural Resources (DNR) in 1978, 
and released at last night's meeting, 
the major source of the pollution is 
from contaminated groundwater 
entering the drain from a nearby 
chemical reprocessing plant called 
Chemical Recovery Systems. 

A spokesman for the company, 
which purchased the property in 
1971, claims it inherited the problem 
from the previous owners, and in 
fact, have already spent nearly 
$250,000 to clean up the land. 

The company said it has sub- 
mitted another plan to further clean 
up the area, which would cost 
another $80,000. However, both the 
DNR and city officials claim that 
isn’t enough, and are demanding the 
company do more. In fact, a 
spokesman suggests the company 
could spend ten times that amount to 
completely eradicate the problem. 

Chemical Recovery, claiming 
financial hardship, says it can’t 
afford that kind of cleanup effort, 
and is applying for a pollution 
control loan through the Michigan 
Job Improvement Authority. A 
similar application last year was 
submitted too late to qualify, the 
company said. 

City Council member Jimmie 
Raspberry, himself a resident of the 
area, noted that the $2 million 
company is currently expanding its 
facilities by moving its Ohio 
operation to Romulus. He com- 
mented this action doesn’t indicate 
financial hardship to him. 

Meanwhile, as temperatures rise, 


so does the stench and the tempers 
of nearby residents. 

As one resident put it, “The 
burden is upon you state and county 
officials to demonstrate that 
government really works. If 
something doesn’t happen because 
of this meeting, my friends and 
neighbors will just say, T told you 
so.’” 

In response to that comment and 
questioning from State Sen. William 
Faust’s aide, David Calahan, the 
DNR task force chairman Thomas 
Leep promised to report back with a 
recommendation within 30 days. 

Leep was seconded by Roger 
Schwartz from the State Attorney 
General’s Office, who said if the 
company does not agree to follow the 
DNR’s recommendations, his office 
is prepared to go to court to force 
compliance. 

Said Schwartz, “If we go into 
court, it will be with both guns 
blazing. We will then ask for a 
$800,000 cleanup job, rather than 
only $80,000. It ( the court action ) will 
not be a half-hearted effort. We are 
ready to go to the circuit court if 
necessary.” 

At the end of the three-hour 
meeting, many of the 70 citizens 
present were still skeptical. Many 
had attended similar meetings in the 
past, with little to show for it. 

Anyone with a complaint about the 
Trouton Drain, or any other Wayne 
County drain in Romulus, is urged to 
call the Wayne County Health 
Department at 284-0664 to lodge 
complaints. 


Governor asks aid 


Romulus included 
in disaster plea 


Gov. William G. Milliken has 
requested that the Small Bsiness 
Administration (SBA) declare 
Wayne County a disaster area 
due to damages caused by severe 
thunderstorms and flooding July 
11 . 

“I am seeking a disaster 
declaration for Wayne County 
and particularly for the cities of 
Taylor, Dearborn Heights, Allen 
Park and Romulus,” Milliken 
said. “Preliminary estimates 
indicate more than 10,000 
residences have suffered flood 


damage from the recent storm.” 

Milliken said a disaster 
designation would make Wayne 
County homeowners, renters and 
businesses eligible for low- 
interest disaster recovery loans 
and economic injury disaster 
loans from the SBA. 

A breakdown of damage 
estimates follows: Allen Park, 
500 homes damaged; Dearborn 
Heights, 1,200 homes damaged; 
Romulus, 600 homes damaged; 
Taylor, 8,300 homes and 200 
businesses damaged.

Arson is blamed 
in house blaze 


Arson has been blamed for a fire 
which gutted a single-story Romulus 
residence early last Wednesday and 
police believe area residents 
resentful of a home proposed for 
handicapped children behind the 
damaged home may be responsible. 

Police said no one was in the 
house at the time of the fire, but 
that the owner’s dog lost its life. 
The Romulus Fire Department was 
called to the scene at 12:34 a m., 
but the residence suffered heavy 
damage before the blaze was ex- 
tinguished. 

According to police, Clyde Miller, 
who owns the house, and two foster 
children had gone to the movies. The 
state fire marshal determined that 
someone had piled a stack of bed- 
ding and clothes in the middle of a 
bedroom floor and ignited it. 

Police said an eyewitness iden- 
tified two men who set the dwelling 
on fire and that the two suspects 
“flunked” a lie detector test to 
which they volunteered. Both men 
were released pending investigation 
of the credibility of the witness 

All three men are local residents 
and are thought by police to know 
something about the house fire 
They are all acquainted with each 
other, police said 


Investigators theorized that a 
proposal to build a home for han- 
dicapped children at the rear of 
Miller’s house was strongly opposed 
by some neighbors, one or more of 
whom may have set the blaze. 

Investigation into the fire is 
continuing, police said.

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Of overextending on credit 


Basic knowledge, new law offers remedies 


In a society where, increasingly, 
the consumer is relying on credit, its 
easy to get in over one’s head 

But that could be remedied with a 
basic knowledge of credit and new 
legislation designed to help the 
consumer, according to Judy 
Thelan, consumer education 
specialist for the State Employees 
Credit Union (SECU>.

you can repay the loan, not whether 
it’s good for you financially The 
lender is not going to pass 
judgement on whether something is 
a worthy purpose,” Thelan said

Thelan recently authored a 
training booklet for teachers titled 
“Credit: Using Other People’s 
Money.’’ designed to be used in 
consumer classes. Thelan serves as 
a consultant to the Michigan Con- 
sumer Education Center located on 
the campus of Eastern Michigan 
University. 

The booklet is a result of Thelan’s 
visits to classes as a consumer 
specialist for the SECU. She 
discovered that teachers were 
learning as much as the students. 

The training booklet examines, 
among other subjects, credit- 
worthiness, sources of credit, credit 
cards and what to do when you can’t 
pay your bills. 

Thelan explains that the two basic 
questions a consumer must ask is 
how much credit he or she can afford 
and whether or not to use credit. 

“There is no easy answer. The 
basic thing is to do a budget. That 
sounds so boring but it’s very basic 
What can you afford? Then decide 
yourself. 

"One of the key points I make m 


When an individual decides to 
borrow, Thelan explains the lender 
looks at the “three Cs” on a credit 
application Those include 
character, your willingness to 
repay; capacity, whether you have 
enough money to repay and 
collateral, what you have that the 
lender could take back 


Recent legislation has improved 
the credit picture for consumers, 
including the Fair Credit Reporting 
Act and the Equal Credit Op- 
portunity Act 


While examining the “three Cs,” 
Thelan said, a lender will examine 
such things as consumer’s history of 
bill payment, how many other loans 
are outstanding, how long a con- 
sumer has been on a job and how 
steady his or her income is. 


For collateral- , ‘Usually, if you 
are borrowing for something 
tangible, like a car or furniture, the 
lender will require that it be used as 
security both to encourage you to 
make the payments as agreed and to 
assure that the lender will get back 
at least part of the money loaned to 
you.” 

In the section examining credit 
cards. Thelan warns that credit 
cards are not for the impulse buyer. 

"For impulsive spenders, for 
people who do not plan purchases 
carefully, for people who have 
difficulty stretching their paycheck 
from payday to payday, credit cards 


“There are all kinds of rules in the 
Fair Credit Reporting Act that 
establish your right to see your 
credit rating, if you want to. If you 
are denied a loan because of in- 
formation that was provided by a 
credit bureau, then you have a right 
to see your credit rating free within 
30 days after the loan application to 
determine if the information is false 
or whether someone else’s credit 
history is in there,” Thelan said. 

She added that, if a consumer has 
had a dispute over a bill, a short note 
explaining why the bill has not been 
paid may be included in a con- 
sumer’s credit report. 


“A lender can I ask a woman, 
specifically, whether or not she's 
going to have children, whether 
she’s pregnant or on birth control 
They can ask how many dependents 
you have, or if your income is likely 
to continue But if they do ask those 
questions, they have to ask them ot 
all applicants, not just women.” she 
explained. 


• dreful about the amount of credit 
they use If they’re using both in- 
comes to maintain the amount of 

• red it they’re using, they have to be 
careful that both have jobs that 
aren’t likely to be hit by recession or 
layoffs It’s also more important to 
make decisions about whether one of 
them wants to stay and finish a 
degree or take care of children. 


“Once they get themselves tied 
into payments based on both their 
incomes, they find that they can’t do 
some of the things they’d like to do 
because they can’t manage monthly 
payments on only one income ”

In the past, women found it dif- 
ficult to get credit on an equal basis 
She said this act is particularly 
important for women although some 
still are not aware of it The act also 
specifies that women are entitled to

“Of course you also have a right to 
see your credit history anytime you 
want to if you’re willing to pay the 
nominal fee of usually $3 to $5 that 
most credit bureaus charge.” 

The Equal Credit Opportunity Act 
provides that it’s illegal “to 
discriminate on the basis of age, 
race, religion, sex, marital status, 
national origin, color, receipt of 
public assistance payments or 
because you filed a complaint 


There are several symptoms that 
indicate a consumer is in trouble 
with credit, Thelan said “One of the 
obvious symptom is, do you find 
that, some months you have to stall 
creditors or send a payment in later 
because there isn’t enough money in 
your checking account to pay it on 
time 7 Do you find yourself choosing 
which creditor you’re not going to 
pay this month because there’s not 
enough money there? Are you 
saving anything?”

In the past, the death of a spouse required the 
surviving partner to undergo lengthy legal 
proceedings before inheriting the goods and 
property once shared as husband and wife. 

Under the Revised Probate Code which took ef- 
fect July 1, the widowed spouse is guaranteed an 
increased share of the estate, as well as additional 
allowances and benefits. Also, the administration of 
the modest estate has been simplified. 

The new code assures a surviving spouse priority* 
and creditor-free right to the property of the 
deceased, upon disclosure of the net assets in the 
estate and proof of payment of funeral expenses. 
The new code also stipulates that the surviving 
spouse is entitled to:, 1 

— The right to remain in the dwelling of the 
deceased up to a year after their death, or until the 
surviving spouse’s share is assigned. (During that 
time, the surviving spouse is not charged with rent, 
taxes or major payments.) 

— A property allowance of $3,500 in furnishings 
and personals of the deceased (over the amounts 
owed on the property.) 


— A homestead allowance of $10,000 

— A reasonable family allowance for care and 
support during the probate, up to one year after 
death. 

— The right of use of any real property in the sole 
name of the deceased, with compliance to thafcbore 
rights 

For the husbantTor wife whose mate died without 
a will the revised code’ changes previously rigid 
Michigan laws, which sometimes granted assets to 
unselected beneficiaries, the new code assures 
simplified probate proceedings and increased 
benefits. 

Under the new code, the surviving spouse is 
granted the entire estate of their mate who died 
without a will providing he or she was not survived 
by children, grandchildren, or a parent. 

If the deceased mate is survived by a parent, 
children, or grandchildren, the surviving spouse is 
entitled to inherit the first $60,000 of the assets in the 
estate, and would share the remainder with the 
parent(s), children, or grandchildren.

Big block grant 
goes to Romulus 


Romulus came out with the “lion’s 
share” of $371,219 of the federal 
block grant monies recently 
allocated by the Wayne County 
Community Development Block 
Grant Advisory Council at a meeting 
hosted by Mayor William M. Oakley 
in the Romulus City Council 
chambers. 

The group of 32 Wayne County 
communities was formed to 
collectively seek federal monies and 
thereby increase its chances in the 
highly-competitive application 
process. 

Last year, the block grant council 
dispensed approximately $5.4 
million among its members, 
following strict HUD guidelines 
regarding income levels, minority 
populations, etc. 

Last year, Romulus* share was 
$289,000, the largest of any member 
community. At last week’s meeting, 
Romulus garnered $371,219, a 30 
percent increase over last year, and

The money has been earmarked 
for a fifth Romulus fire station, a

a total of 27 candidates will seek 
nominations in the Sept. 10 Romulus 
primary election. 

Three men are running for the two 
nominations for the office of mayor 
— incumbent Mayor William M. 
Oakley, Mel Morgan and Harry 
Nelson. 

Oakley’s stiffest competition is 
expected to come from Morgan, a 
well-known local businessman and 
property developer who has stated 
he will make a concerted effort to 
unseat the present mayor. 

Nelson, a supervisor for the Ford 
Motor Co., should come in a distant 
third in the battle for the mayoral 
nomination. 

With only two candidates filing for 
the office of city clerk, both men 
automatically will be assured a 
place on the primary ballot in 
September. 

Filing for clerk are incumbent 
Clerk Leonard J. Folmar, eight-year 
veteran in that office, and Ted 
Kubiak, former director of the or- 
dinance department, who was fired 
by former Mayor James C. Stewart. 

The race for treasurer shapes up 
to be the most exciting one on the 
primary ballot, with three well- 
known candidates fighting for the 
two nominations. 

Incumbent Treasurer Helen 
Gallien is being opposed by veteran 
council member Beverly McAnally 
and former Treasurer John 
Lewkowicz, who lost out to Gallien in 
the last city election two years ago. 

The treasurer’s contest is too close 
to call, with any two of the three- 
person field having almost an equal 
chance to emerge victorious. 

The race for the seven available 
council seats is being waged by a 
large field of 19 candidates, in- 
cluding six incumbents. As men- 


tioned, McAnally is seeking the 
treasurer’s berth. 

Incumbent council members 
seeking re-election are: Council 
President Mary Ann Banks, Ray

Raspberry. 

The remaining 13 candidates for

successful council candidate two

school board; Edmund Bizek, for- 
mer councilman; Richard Camp- 
bell, active booster of We the 
People; Ed Thomas Jr.; Shirley M. 
Helms; Charles J. Dick; Lowell E. 
Giles; Richard K. Yeramian; and 
Robert Knight, previously un- 
successful council candidate. 

Some of the incumbent council 
members could be knocked out of 
the running by such name can- 
didates as Rush, Fall, Hazen, Avery, 
Bizek and Campbell. 

In releasing the names of those 
candidates who had filed officially 
as of the 4 p.m. deadline Saturday, 
Clerk Folmar commented, “The 
coming primary election in Romulus 
will see a host of individuals who 
believe enough in their community 
to have taken the time to file for 
office in their efforts to improve the 
city of Romulus.

Building starts decline in Canton Township

Now that Canton Township has a 
cadre, if not an army, of building 
inspectors, there appears to be a 
sharp decline in building activity. 

Housing starts are down by more 
than 40 percent for the first half of 
1979, compared to 1978 at this time, 
according to township building 
department records. 

Last June the township had issued 
810 building permits for single 


family homes, compared to this 
June, which shows 495 building 
permits issued. 

No sooner were township officials 
in the throes of a building boom 
trying to establish a complaint 
department to handle rising 
homeowners’ complaints, than the 
boom took a backslide. 

“We just now got ourselves caught 
up on the complaints on file. Things 
for the first time have calmed 
down,” said Supervisor Noel 
Culbert. 


Culbert attributes much of the 
drop in building activities to the 
gloomy predictions being made for 
the economy. 

“But in Canton there’s also us 
being tough on builders that may be 
part of the reason for them 
(builders) slowing down. And that’s 
not all bad either,” Culbert said. 

“They fear us,” he said. 

With a slow down in construction it 
could be conducive to building 
homes of better quality, he noted. 


Also welcoming the slower pace in 
development is Canton’s chief 
building inspector, Aaron Machnik. 

“This allows my department time 
to finish catching up with temporary 
occupancy permits we haven’t 
gotten to yet,” he said. 

Former building chief Charley 
Thompson said he personally cannot 
remember a slow down such as this 
in Canton, with the exception, 
however, of pre-building boom 
years. 

“I was with the department since 


County seeks $22 million 
tax anticipation note OK 


Financially, beleaguered Wayne 
County, confronted with an almost 
immediate cash-flow problem, will 
try to borrow up to $22 million with 
permission necessary from the State 
Municipal Finance Commission. 

The County Board of Com- 
missioners has decided on the 
request to borrow after considering 


a report from the County Board of 
Auditors, projecting a possible $21.6 
million deficit by end of the current 
fiscal-Nov. 30. 

The Michigan Municipal Finance 
Commission (MFC) is the state body 
governing expenditures of subor- 
dinate governmental authorities 
throughout the state, including 


Governor stresses 
stand on county 
re-organization 


Gov. William Milliken has said he 
will not sign any legislation 
providing new or added financial 
assistance for Wayne County until 
the legislature approves a proposal 
which will allow reform of the 
county government structure. 

‘‘My position has been clean on 
this point from the very beginning,” 
the Governor said July 12. “At a 
time when the state is having great 
difficulty meeting its existing 
commitments in such vital areas as 
human services, it would be highly 
irresponsible to be granting ad- 
ditional new funds to Wayne County 
unless that assistance is coupled 
with legislation allowing Wayne 


County voters to vote to establish a 
more accountable form of govern- 
ment. 

“Wayne County has a larger 
budget, influences more public 
services and contains more citizens 
than many states. It also has one of 
the most archaic forms of govern- 
ment in the country and it is 
desperately in need of reform. 

“If we provide new money to the 
county without at the same time 
helping to bring about that reform, 
then we are in great danger of 
wasting that money. 

“Until an acceptable bill reaches 
my desk, I will not approve new 
financial assistance for the county.”

In the 
last fiscal year the MFC permitted 
only minor account transfers and 
other minimal budget changes 
without its approval. 

During the same period the Board 
of Commissioners had to settle a 
labor relations contract providing 
wage increases for members of its 
largest employee union, and was 
forced by court order to maintain 
employees it would have otherwise 
laid off to curtail expenses. 

Those problems helped offset a 
$3.5 million mandatory savings 
program the Board ordered from 
departments, along with the 
elimination of nearly 200 job slots 
since April 1. Although few em- 
ployees except CETA personnel 
actually were dismissed, the job 
eliminations saved almost $3 million 
more. 

Nevertheless, the Auditors’ report 
forecast a deficit beginning with an 
estimated $1 million cash shortage 
by Aug. 31 . The cash need, according 
to the report, will rise to $1.6 million 
by the end of September, $13 million 
by the end of October, and $21.6 
million by Nov. 30. 

In the report, the auditors stress 
that their projection is based on 
“consistent past practices” 
covering county obligations and 
expenditures and does not reflect 
any attempt to establish payment 
priorities which could adjust the 
cash-flow pattern. 

Also, the auditors said credit of $1 
million is given the county, allowed 
by the State Department of Social 
Services, for child care services for 
the period Oct. 1, 1978, through Sept. 
30, 1979. 

The auditors also emphasized that 
their projection does not anticipate 
any state aid, for such as sale of the 
witer P. Reuther Extended Care 
Facility or reimbursement for in- 
terim operation of the facility. 

If pending legislation now in a 
conference committee is approved, 
those terms would provide the 
county $9.5 million. The report also 


mentions but excludes consideration 
of possible funds from the state for 
other reasons, such as court re- 
organization, financing of probation 
services, or hoped-for legislation 
allowing fee increases for certain 
county services to the public. 
Marriage licensing is one example. 

The report calls the borrowing 
necessary for “uninterrupted county 
operations,” but recommends that 
the actual amount to be borrowed 
should be adjusted according to any 
improvement in the actual cash 
position that unannounced state aid 
and other sources could bring. 


1972, and I can’t remember ever 
having a decrease in the permits 
issued. It always steadily rose,” 
Thompson said. 

Last year there were 1,577 single 
family building permits issued, a 
record setting figure. 

For Canton’s building department 
to “break even”, said Culbert there 
must be at least 1,000 to 1,100 
building permits issued annually. If 
the year’s second half continues 
anything like its first half, the 
township’s department will barely 
do that. 

That’s bad in a way. The bad thing 
for the building department is that 
we’re now in contract negotiations, 
and I’ve been frank with them about 
possible layoffs,” Culbert said. 

Both Machnik and Culbert said 
that if the building boom’s backslide 
is only temporary, perhaps only 
being a reflection of slow summer 
months, layoffs will be unnecesary. 

“But it’s something we can’t 
totally rule out either,” Culbert 
added. He expects building to pick 
up in about six months. 

Abe Green, chairman of the board 
of directors of Republic Building and 
Development Inc., isn’t so sure. 

“Even though summer months 
traditionally are slow, we are at half 


of what we were last year at this 
time,’’ Green said 

The slow down is not confined to 
Canton, but is being felt throughout 
the tri -county area, according to his 
company’s sales records. 

Interestingly enough, he said 
Canton was “stronger” in sales than 
most other communities. 

“No question about it, though, 
everyone in the industry is feeling it. 
The buyer is confused. High interest 
rates scare him. 

“But most of all the media being 
the prophets of doom have done the 
most scaring. It's scaring everyone 
away.” 

He said if predictions prove ac- 
curate and the economy is turning 
into a recession, then the American 
public should not expect to see an 
upswing for about two years. 

“That’s the way it has always 
happened. If it really gets rough, it 
takes a shorter amount of time to 
fall into a recession, but a lot longer 
to come out of it,” Green explained. 

In the ensuing months after Labor 
Day, Green said he could better 
predict the future for the buildii* 
industry. 

“You come see me then. Then I’ll 
give you the sad story. Maybe if we 
hope ... the good news.”

It seems that competition is 
dwindling with more and more 
supermarkets closing their doors. In 
Ypsilanti, for instance, the number 
of groceries in which to shop have 
dropped off dramatically. 

“There’s only one supermarket 
left in Ypsilanti,” said Ypsilanti City 
Councilman Pete Murdock, who 
added: “It is out on the edge of the 
city, but it’s supposedly moving 
away. 

“There’s really no other place 
within the city limits where con- 
sumers can select from a wide range 
of fresh produce.” 

But the future does look bright. 

With the new municipal farmers’ 
market moving into the city, con- 
sumers will be able to find fresh 
fruits and vegetables right nearby. 
Ypsilanti’s Farmers’ Market is 
scheduled to open for business Aug. 

4, and will be in operation two days a 
week - every Wednesday and 
Saturday from 7 a m. to 3 p.m. City * 
officials expect the market will be 
supplied with fresh produce until 
mid-October. 

This year, vendors will sell their 
wares outdoors in the open area 
surrounding an historical railroad 
freight warehouse off East Cross 
Street in Depot Town. The 
warehouse eventually will be 
revamped to accommodate an in- 
door market, but construction 
probably will not be completed until 
the 1980 market season. 

The new market is a cooperative 
effort of the City of Ypsilanti, the 
Michigan State University 
Cooperative Extension Service and 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
(USDA). Ypsilanti’s market is one 
of three Michigan municipal 
markets, taking part in an Ex- 
tension project, funded by a USDA 
grant. The end result of the project 
will be a step manual, published by 
extension, which will provide 
organizational guidelines and advice 
for other communities interested in 
establishing municipal markets.

Kreger presided at the dedication 
ceremonies held July 15, which was 
attended by state, regional, county, 
township and park officials.

Kenneth M. Smith, park 
superintendent, said the building 
and dance floor have been con- 
structed over a three-year period at 
a cost of $146,000, with $71,500 in 
HCMA improvement funds and 
$74,500 State Recreational Bond 
Funds, administered by the 
Department of Natural Resources. 

Construction costs were $93,000 for 
the building — consisting of block 
and brick construction and other low 
maintenance materials — dance 
floor, $47,000, and lighting, $5,500. 
There is 3,300 square feet of dancing 
area and 7,200 square feet of area for 
tables, chairs or spectator comfort. 

The outdoor dance center is 
located at the Games-Swimming 
pool complex, which features an 
olympic-sized pool, bathhouse, tot 
lot, food service and patio, 10 
shuffleboard, four basketball and 
two tennis courts and landscaped 
grounds. 

This summer, the open-air dance 
center will feature square dancing 
on Fridays, ballroom dancing to 
Detroit-name orchestras on 
Saturdays and disco dancing on 
Sundays. (In case of inclement 
weather, dancing will be held at the 
indoor terrace of the food bar. ) 

HCMA has spent some $5.2 million 
on Willow Metropark since 1962, 
including HCMA tax dollars plus 
federal and state grants. Almost 
$400,000 was received by HCMA in 
federal funds from the Housing and 
Urban Development Department in 
Washington, D C., as an open-space 
grant for land acquisition and 
construction of roads, sewer and 
water facilities over a 12-year 
period, starting in 1962. 

The swimming pool, recreational 
facilities and adjoining area and 
buildings were constructed at a cost 
of about $2 million dollars, largely 
with State Recreational Bond 
Funds. 

Willow Metropark was approved 
as a project by the Huron-Clinton 
Metropolitan Authority Board of 
Commissioners in 1962, with initial 
contracts for road and parking lot 
construction awarded in 1966. Other 
facilities now include interior park 
road, parking lots, picnic-playfield 
areas, shelters, comfort stations,

produce will be available at the 
market as fruits and vegetables 
come into season. 

“When the market opens in the 
beginning of August, available 
produce should run the whole gamut 
of garden fruits and vegetables - 
from green beans, peas and cab- 
bage, to tomatoes, onions, sweet 
corn and cucumbers 
Much of the produce also will be 
available in supplies large enough 
for consumers who intend to can or 
freeze produce this summer,” 
Washtenaw County Extension 
Director John Comstock said. 

Consumers may save food dollars 
by shopping at the farmers' market, 
according to Comstock 
“Buying produce from local 
farmers makes sense. With fuel 
shortage problems and continually 
rising rood distribution costs, 
produce shipped into food stores 
from other areas of the state and 
nation will become more and more 
expensive. Fewer costs are incurred 
when a farmer brings his produce 
right into a neighborhood market 
and sells it himself,” Comstock 
explained. 

Shirley Kuch, a Washtenaw 
County grower plans to sell fresh 
produce from her farm at the Yp- 
silanti market this summer. She 
expects the new’ venture to be an 
enjoyable and profitable experience 
for the whole family. 

“The kids will help out, too. It’ll 
give them a chance to earn some 


extra money,” she said. 

The farmers’ market is part of an 
organized plan to restore and 
renovate Depot Town, an historical 
section of Ypsilanti. Depot Town 
residents and property owners are 
enthusiastic about the effect the 
market will have on the community. 

“It’s a perfect way to use the old 
freight warehouse. There’s lots of 
open space and ample parking 
adjacent to the site,” said Frank 
Leimbach, a resident of Depot 
Town. “I think that people will enjoy 
shopping for fresh produce at the 
farmers’ market. The market may 
also help to increase community 
interest and bring people back to 
Depot Town.” 

Leimbach, a former Ypsilanti city 
planner, is also a member of the 
Depot Town Association. 

The Depot Town Association is 
composed of Depot Town property 
owners. For the past several years 
the association has been working in 
cooperation with the city of Yp- 
silanti to restore the area’s original 
19th century architecture and 
renovate and revitalize this urban 
community. 

“Although old buildings are 
historically important, there are 
other, equally important reasons to 
preserve them. For one thing, they 
already are standing and still 
usable. Why tear them down to 
rebuild? It’s a practical matter of 
conserving existing resources,” 
Leimbach said.

come to life to hit a home run in the 
seventh! 

It wasn't the only time Lamsa was 
put to confusion by an American 
idiom. Once a woman invited him to 
her home for a party 

"We’re going to have a shower foi' 
Mary So-and-So,” she said. 

In the Near East, brides are 
bathed before the nuptials. Lamsa 
was surprised to hear that 
Americans had the same custom He 


accepted the invitation but, once at 
the party, he wondered what had 
happened to change the plans. The 
bride-to-be got plenty of gifts, but 
there was no shower! 

Lamsa tells these stories on 
himself to illustrate how an idiom 
can give a completely erroneous 
impression to a person unfamiliar 
with it 

Son of Near East nomads who 
grew up speaking the Aramaic 
language (the language of the 
apostles), Lamsa discovered years 


ago that our Bible translations had 
gotten many of the Aramaic idioms 
all wrong. 

There is, for example, a saying in 
Aramaic, "If your hand offends you, 

cut it off .’’ . .. 

American idiomatic speech would 
render it, "If you have a habit of 
stealing, cut it out " But the original 
Aramaic idiom appears in our 
English translations - to the con- 
fusion of many. 

When a man who had been asked 
to follow Jesus said, "Let me |)ury 
my father first," he didn't mean his 
father had died He meant, "Let me 
take care of my father until he dies," 
or, in effect, "When I have no more 
family obligations, then I’ll follow 
you." 

Lamsa took on the task of tran- 
slating the Bible directly 
fromAramaic into English, giving 
the idioms their English meanings. 
His is one of the more interesting 
Bible translations 

Once Lamsa was to preach at a 
church on Long Island, N.Y.. to 
which the J.P Morgans, the 
Duponts and other Wall Street 
families belonged. 

When he told the minister he was 
going to speak on the text, "It is 
easier for a camel to go through the 
eye of a needle than for a rich man to 
get into heaven," the minister began 
to perspire. That was the same as 
telling these people they couldn’t get 
to heaven. 

"Don’t worry," said Lamsa "The 
correct translation is Tope,’ not 
‘camel,’ as I will point out in my 
sermon. The Aramaic characters 
for camel and rope are practically

Lawmakers put teeth into school 
zone speeds on state's trucklines 


According to State Rep Edward 
Mahalak (D-38th District), seyeral 
"bills cleared the legislature recently 
and are awaiting the Governor’s 
^signature. The bills deal with such 
'-.topics as school zone speed limits, 
— truck widths, births and marriages. 
— Mahalak said one of the bills 
-would give local authorities the 
power to establish speed limits on 
—state trunkline highways which pass 
^Through school zones 

The state maximum speed limit 
for school zones before, during and 
Z after school is 25 miles an hour, 
^although local governments could 
IT increase that speed limit if they 
.wished, he added. 

“However, before the new law, 
-neither the state maximum nor 
locally-set speed limits applied to 
^Vtate trunkline highways within 
^school zones,” Mahalak said. 
“Those speed limits were set instead

Legislation to maintain funding 
for the state's Home Heating

The severance tax on oil and gas 
- companies is levied on the value of

production. The proposed increase 
would bring in an estimated $63 
million additional dollars at current 

* oil prices, and more than $95 million 
in just a few years. 

In announcing the measure, State 
Rep. Perry Bullard of Ann Arbor 
said that an increase in the 
severance tax is long overdue, and 
will bring Michigan in line with 
. other states. 

“The need for increasing the tax 
on oil companies became more 
critical than ever when the 
I Governor announced his plan to cut 
off funding for home heating 
assistance,” Bullard said. 

Die legislature last fall enacted a 
: home heating tax credit which has 
: already resulted in the issuance of 
more than $32 million to eligible 
senior citizens and low-income

“This brought complaints that 
that type of board was not always 
responsive to the desires of local 
parents and residents. 

“The new law changes this, giving 
local governments authority to also 
set speed limits on the major state 
highways within school zones.” 

While formerly the local govern- 
ment could increase the state 25- 
mile-an-hour speed limit, the new 
law also gives it authority to set a 
lower speed limit. However, this 
could be done only after conferring 
with the State Department of 
Transportation, the county road 
commission and local school board 
Another newly-signed law will 
make regulations on trucks with 
over -wide loads more flexible and 
clear, Mahalak said 
State law limits the truck widths to 
96 inches, but truckers can apply for 
special permits for loads which 
exceed that width However, the old 
statute on special over-width per- 
mits is somewhat inflexible, and is 


households. Gov. Milliken recently 
called for an end to the program. 

Bullard blasted the Governor’s 
proposal, saying: “In this calendar 
year alone, more than 280,000 in- 
dividuals — more than 70 percent of 
them senior citizens — have 
received vitally needed home 
heating cost relief under this 
program.” 

“The threatened cut-off of energy 
assistance funds has dealt our senior 
citizens and low-income people a 
severe blow. We must adjust the 
severance tax on oil companies, if 
we’re going to see that senior 
citizens don’t freeze this winter,” 
Bullard said. “Sky-rocketing energy 
costs indicate a need for increasing 
the home heating costs assistance 
program.” 

Die Democratic lawmaker said 
raising the severance tax would 
have little impact on consumers. 

“Contrary to claims which we can 
expect from special interest 
groups,” he said, “raising the 
severance tax will not shut down 
production in Michigan and will not 
lead to noticeable increases in 
consumer prices. 

“Michigan’s oil goes into a 
national pool, so little of the oil 
produced in the state is sold here. As 
a result, Michigan consumers will 
not be greatly affected. The price 
increases possible for natural gas 
will be offset by the fact that 
Michigan produces only a fraction of 
the gas it uses 


not clear on the length of time the

“There also is a problem for 
manufacturing firms which truck 
products and components between 
Michigan and Canada, since Canada 
permits a width of as much as 102 
inches,” he added 

Die new law will allow the 
Department of Transportation, 
county road commissions and local 
authorities to designate highways 
under their jurisdiction on which 
trucks and loads could exceed the 
maximum 96-inch width, as long as 
they are not more than 162 inches 
wide. 

Die law’s provisions would not, 
however, restrict the issuance of 
special permits for over-wide or 
overweight vehicles This would 
allow regularly used overwidth 
vehicles to obtain a yearly permit 
for this usage, rather than having to 


funding for the state’s program to 
weatherize low- and moderate- 
income homes. 

“Energy cost assistance is 
essential, but we cannot continue to 
spend millions to heat energy- 
inefficient homes without putting 
some state commitment toward 
weatherizing those homes,” Bullard 
said.

The new law takes effect on Aug 

1 . 

One of the new laws prohibits any 
reference on a birth certificate or 
public birth record of the legitimacy 
or illegitimacy of the child, the 
lawmaker said. 

“While there already was law 
which prohibited an explicit 
reference to illegitimate birth on 
public records, it did not apply to 
birth certificates and records,” he 
said. “The new law will help to 
protect children from the stigma of 
birth out-of-wedlock. 

“The term ‘illegitimate’ has 
negative connotations, and a person 
can be embarrassed or even 
discriminated against when the 
term is found on commonly used 
official documents or records, such 
as birth certificates.” 

Die birth records would still 
contain the essential information 
required under current law. 

If a judge in a state court can 
perform a marriage, can a judge in 
a federal court do the same thing? 

Legislation has been signed into 
law which gives federal judges in 
Michigan clear authority to perform 
marriages. Although the old law was 
not perfectly clear, it appeared that 
federal court judges did not have the 
authority to solemnize a marriage. 

In addition to members of the 
clergy, the existing law had allowed 
mayors, city clerks, district court 
magistrates and judges of the 
district, common pleas, probate and 
municipal courts to perform 
marriages. Circuit and appellate 
court judges also can perform 
marriages, but only by securing 
temporary appointment as a lower 
court judge through the state court 
administrator.

SECDON 1. CODE AMENDED. 

The Uniform Traffic Code for cities, townships and villages promulgated 
by the Commissioner of State Police on February 14, 1958 and published in 
Supplement No. 13, and as amended both on February 14, 1961 and published 
in Supplement No. 25, and on February 26, 1968 and published in Supplement 
No. 54, and on August 4, 1976 and published in Supplement No. 88, to the 1954

Purse snatching: 
-run crime

Purse-snatching is a growing 
“street” crime that typifies many 
big city or urban shopping center 
police reports. 

Members of the Michigan 
Fraternal Order of Police know that 
incidences of this crime frequently 
run in waves. The thief s mode of 
operation rarely shows any 
ingenuity, but there is enough 
variety to make any citizen ap- 
prehensive. 

Some purse-snatchers lie in wait 
in darkened doorways, loitering 
near cars, hiding in bushes. Others 
come racing along in crowded 
streets to make quick grabs, then 
run off before anyone can react. 

Then there are the toughs who use 
knives and razors to cut straps or 
handles quickly as they take your 
purse. Some do not attempt to grab 
it openly, but merely try to open it 
with finesse and steal its contents. 

The occurrences of purse- 
snatching are increasing. Most 
Michigan FOP members think it 
may be so because far too often the 
victim takes the loss and bears it — 
without helping to apprehend or 
prosecute the criminal. 

Your own alertness — and some 
common-sense precautions — are 
your best defense against this crime. 
But even then, it still can happen. If 
it does, a good description can go a 
long way in helping the police to 
apprehend the snatcher — and your 
positive identification is essential in 
prosecuting him. 

Typically, most purses are 
snatched in the parking lot of a 
shopping center or mall area. 
Usually, during evening hours. 

A thief may go up to an arriving 
shopper’s car and say something 
unintelligible. The victim rolls down 
the car window or gets out to hear 
better, and is grabbed and pushed to 
the pavement. The thief grabs the 
purse from inside the car and flees 
quickly. 

There’s another version: A 
woman driver, stopped at a traffic 
light. A thief opens the passenger 
door, or reaches through an open car 
window, grabs the purse from the 
seat next to her and dashes off. The 
solution here is quick and easy 
enough — keep car doors locked and 
windows rolled up fully. Not 
everybody does it. 

In a crowded shopping center or 
busy street, crowds furnish some, 
but not much, protection. Your best 
defense here is to hold your handbag 
as securely as possible next to your 
body. Conceal it, if possible — and 
avoid opening it and revealing its 
contents too overtly. 

Walking along swinging a purse 
held at your fingertips, or dangling 


loosely from your wrist, may give 
you a fashionable look, but it is an 
open invitation to a purse snatcher 
to rush by and take it. 

At work, keep your purse out of 
sight, preferably locked in a desk 
drawer or locker where transient 
traffic won’t be tempted. If there are 
no lockable drawers, bring your own 
lock. 

Our officers advise that if 
someone does attempt to grab your 
purse off your arm, the best course 
of action you can take is to let them 
have it. Let up on your grip. There’s 
too much risk of a sprained wrist or 
a bad fall, especially for the elderly 
who are prime targets for this 
crime. 

And, if you ever manage to con- 
front a purse-snatcher or cut off his 
escape — don’t do it alone. This type 
of criminal, usually young and 
panicky, can turn on you. Your life is 
more important than a purse and its 
contents. An emergency whistle or 
shriek alarm, carried separately, is 
far more useful — and safer. 

Citizens can help discourage this 
crime by carrying as little money as 
possible. If large sums must be 
carried, don’t advertise it. Record 
the numbers of all your credit cards 
and report their theft promptly.

Getting it in 'print' 


How does one go about getting a news item published in the 
paper? A common question asked by hundreds of individuals and 
groups throughout the community. 

Because the question has been asked so frequently in the past, 
and will probably be asked again in the future, Associated 
Newspapers is devoting this space to a detailed explanation of 
how to improve the chances that your story will make the pages of 
your newspaper. 

A community group or civic organization should suggest that 
their group give one person the responsibility of dealing with the 
paper. That person should come into the office and discuss with 
the news editor, the paper’s deadline for news items in your 
community, the type of photographs suitable for inclusion in the 
paper, and the identifying information for photographs. 

In addition, the person delegated the responsibility for working 
with the paper should make an attempt to gain an understanding 
of-procedures employed by the newspaper. 

An individual who wishes to place an item in the paper should 
also contact the news editor for deadlines and the proper 
procedures for preparing news material and photos for sub- 
mission. 

In general, any item submitted to your paper will have a better 
chance of getting in if a few simple guidlines are followed. 

Always type submitted material, if possible. It is time- 
consuming and costly for the newspaper to type material that is 
submitted in handwritten form. Further, some people write 

illegibly and it is almost impossible to read their information. 

• • * 

When typing information for the story, start the story in the 
middle of the first sheet of paper. By leaving the top half of the 
sheet blank, the editor has space to instruct the typesetters on 
how to set the story. The space at the top of the paper will also be 
gsed to instruct the composition department on what page the 
material will be printed. 

p ■ 

: Again, if material is typed, it should be triple spaced. This will 
allow the editor to correct spelling and grammatical errors. 
Single-spaced letters do not provide any space for those 
corrections. 

: If the material is submitted handwritten, it should also be 
triple-spaced on lined paper, and the material should be printed 
rather than written. 

r ■ 

l Handwritten stories that are submitted single spaced must 
always be typed by the editorial staff prior to printing. This 
additional 1 effort will require more time by the paper, and con- 
sequently, the article may appear in the paper late. 

1 Photographs which accompany any news item submitted to the 
£aper should be black and white, no smaller than two inches 
square or larger than 8 by 10 inches. All photographs should have 
fee name of the subjects printed on the back, and also the name of 

#ie person they are to be returned to.

^Color photographs sometimes can be used, but may be rejected 

by the photo editor, if he believes they will not reproduce 

jfiroperly.

r If a photograph is necessary to properly support the news item 
Sent in, a call well in advance of the activity should be made to 
Request that a photographer be assigned. 

^While it is impossible for the paper to assign a photographer to 
dll the requested events, we will make every effort to cover 
Events of a broad general interest. 

-These few simple guidelines will considerably improve the 
(Ranees of a submitted story making it into the paper. 

: While we are dedicated to serving the community, it only stands 
to reason that articles properly prepared will be handled the 
fastest, and there are times when we will have no one available 
for handling those articles that may require special treatment. 

j^Never request that your news item be taken over the phone. 
This practice leads to errors and if the article is worth printing, it 
i$ worth printing correctly. 

; Clip this article from the paper and keep it handy for those 
times when you might wish to submit an article to the paper. 

; By following these guidelines, you will make our job easier and 
your article better.

Tax credit woes 



Michigan’s property tax-rent credits against 
the state income tax, returns about $300 million a 
year to senior citizens, handicapped persons, 
eligible veterans and households whose property 
taxes or rent take up an unduly amount of their 
income. 

Tlie system, which has been refined over the 
years, has been especially beneficial to senior 
citizen retirees with limited, fixed income. 

However, one problem with the program is the 
way the tax credits are rebated. 

Because the credits are processed as part of 
the personal income tax return, the checks the 
state sends to claimants are often seen as income 
tax refunds, and not rebates on property taxes. 
While it is possible that a person might receive a 
lump payment for several other credits, and a 
refund of excess income withheld, more than 
likely the largest part of the refund check is 
made up of property tax credits. 

TTiis lack of public visibility has made it dif- 
ficult to explain how the system works and to 
answer complaints about high property taxes. 
Moreover, many eligible senior citizens and 
other persons may not be taking advantage of 
the property tax-rent credits because they do not 
understand how it works. 


Those who do not understand how the system 
works often complain that they, receive their 
rebate checks from the state too late to apply to 
local property taxes because the checks are 
processed with and connected to income tax 
returns. The problem is especially difficult for 
people who live on their savings. They must take 
money out of their accounts to make property 
tax payments, thus losing investment interest. 

A bill recently approved by the House would 
seek to solve these problems by separating 
property tax-rent credit payments from income 
tax refunds. 

The state treasurer would issue a certificate in 
the amount of the tax credit which could be used 
to pay property taxes or rent, either directly or 
to an escrow account or landlord’s agent. 

After the local treasurer received the cer- 
tificate, it would become a negotiable In- 
strument. 

If the certificate was for an amount greater 
than the property taxes, the local treasurer 
would refund the excess to the taxpayer. 

As approved by the House and sent to the 
Senate, the plan would work this way: 

Beginning next December 1, the Michigan 
Department of Treasury would issue certificates 
based on 1978 property tax claims. During

January through April of 1980, taxpayers would 
file claims for 1979. From April through July of 
1980, the department would process the returns 
and send back an income tax refund and a 
property tax credit certificate. 

In December of 1980, the department would 
send a certificate to be used on property taxes 
due in February of 1981, and a 1980 income tax 
form. The credit would be equal to the one 
received during April through July of 1980. 

From January through April of 1981, tax- 
payers would again file credit and income tax 
forms. The state would process applications and 
send back income tax refunds, along with a 
notice that the taxpayer would receive in 
December a certificate which could be used to 
pay property taxes due the following February. 

Tbe bill, in separating property tax credit 
rebate payments from income tax refunds, 
would make the credit system more visible to the 
public, and therefore permit the public to un- 
derstand the system’s advantages 

It would allow people to use their rebates to 
pay their taxes, instead of having to take money 
out of their pockets or from savings to pay taxes t 
due in February and wait until the state sends a ? 
refund check.

A dream. ..or a lie 



About the time I was beginning to feel I was the 
only person in the world who cared about the 
growing government bureaucracy, a letter 
arrived in the mail from a local banker friend. 

Attached neatly to the letter (what other way 
would a banker attach anything) was a clipping 
of a recent column I had written on the subject of 
government, its waste, and the growing 
movement to shrink our fat-cat bureaucrats 
down to size. 

The letter was complete with smiling face and 
congratulatory comments on my column. How 
could I consider the writer less than a brilliant 
person when the expressed observations about 
my abilities were so accurate. 

In addition to the clipping, and almost lost to a 
dumped cup of coffee, was a reprint from For- 
tune magazine. 

That reprint, published the same week that 
Detroit was host to the National Education 
Association’s convention, contained data from 
California’s Budget Dept, following that state’s 
overwhelming approval of Proposition 13. 

While the NEA was venting its spleen at any 
and all who would support the growing 
movement to require financial accountability for 


government, Fortune was providing information 
which made Proposition 13 look more and more 
like the solution to all of man’s problems. 

According to the article, in spite of all the 
terrible things that were supposed to happen to 
California after Proposition 13, that $6.4-billion 
property tax cut, and the $l-billion cut in state 
income taxes has actually stimulated Califor- 
nia’s economy, it did not destroy it. 

In the last year, in the wake of the tax cut, 
personal income in California increased 14 
percent. Consumer spending and retail sales 
rose 14 percent. Over 552,000 new jobs were 
created in the private sector while only 17,000 
local government workers had been laid off. And 
if that isn’t enough, despite the huge tax cut, the 
State of California is anticipating an end-of-year 
budget surplus of more than $3 billion. 

Now this information will be no surprise to 
proponents of tax reform, but opponents of 
cutting government spending will surely have to 
regroup for the coming fight. 

And regroup they will, because to lose this 
battle would be to lose the momentum 
established since the ‘New Deal’ days when

buying your way out of trouble became 
respectable.

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Analysis: 
What is 
it like? 


What’s it like to visit a 
psychotherapist? Does analysis 
really work? Don’t people get better 
on their own? 

According to Howard Shevrin, Ph- 
D, University of Michigan professor 
of psychology in the department of 
psychiatry and director of the 
Psychotherapy Clinic at the U-M 
psychiatric hospitals, 

psychotherapy is alive and well and 
helping people deal with personal 
problems. 

This is despite a loss of fad appeal 
in recent years and attacks on its 
efficacy. 

“Psychotherapy is real," Dr. 
Shevin asserted. “It works.” 

However, decades of doubts, 
romanticizing and fantasizing have 
encrusted the profession with myth, 
he noted. This too often keeps per- 
sons who could benefit from 
psychotherapy from getting close 
enough to see what it really is 

Far from being a mysterious 
process, psychotherapy in some 
ways is akin to enrollihg in a very 
special class There is the teacher 


and one student — you. The subject 
is whatever is bothering you. In 
addition to choosing the course, you 
also decide when you have 
graduated And the only one who has 
to take notes is the teacher. The 
diploma is peace of mind and the 
ability to find satisfaction in your 
personal life 

Dr. Shevrin, a psychoanalyst who 
has practiced psychotherapy for 25 
years and directs the training of 50 
psychotherapists in the U-M clinic, 
described therapy as “entirely 
rooted in human experience. “It’s a 
mutual thing ( between therapist and 
patient). It’s not a “psychological 
operation.” 

“Nothing is more natural for a 
person to talk out his problems with 
a sympathetic listener. Many people 
benefit from this, but talking alone 
doesn’t always help,” the therapist 
explained 

If tensions, anxiety, anger do not 
go away at this point, the person 
may need to talk to someone whose 
training goes a step beyond the 
sympathetic listener. Dr. Shevrin 


said. 

A psychotherapist is trained to 
recognize problems and conflicts 
which the patient is not aware of and 
then to lead the patient through a 
process of discovery so that he 
understands for himself the 
emotional forces which are giving 
him trouble. 

Who benefits from 
psychotherapy? 

“Therapy can help when things 
have not been right for a long time in 
someone’s personal world. This 
doesn’t mean a person is greatly 
depressed or despondent, only that 
there is continual personal distress 
in life situations. These can involve 
problems in work, school or 
marriage which cannot be pinned on 
circumstances,” Dr. Shevrin said. 
“People who need psychotherapy 
find that they are not only unhappy 
themselves, but they make life 
difficult for persons close to them.” 

While modem psychotherapists 
have deviated in theory con- 
siderably from Freud’s original 
rigid hypothesis, a belief in the 


unconscious remains a cornerstone. 

Psychotherapy starts where 
conscious, rational efforts of the 
patient are not bringing results, Dr. 
Shevrin said. 

Myths, fostered by novels and 
such film classics as “Spellbound,” 
tout recall of childhood experience 
as the key to unlocking personal 
problems. 

“This is not true,” Dr. Shevrin 
said. “Many people have excellent 
recall of every detail of their 
childhood, but this does them no 
good because they cannot make a 
present-day emotional link-up with 
the experience. 

“Experience is the key to suc- 
cessful therapy,” he said. 

The patient develops a relation- 
ship with his therapist and, during 
therapy, relates in his habitual way 
to the therapist as he would a friend 
or family member. Anger, fear, 
anxiety and frustration come out. 
However, the psychiatrists or 
psychotherapists, because of their 
training, do not react in the typical 
way when these emotions are 


directed toward them. Instead, they 
call attention to the patient’s 
behavior and try to get him to 
recognize his feelings and to see if 
they have a history 

Memories come back, but this not 
so important as the patient's 
present-day experience, Dr. Shevrin 
explained. Psychotherapy is 
emotional learning in the present by 
which the patient sees its relevancy 
to the past. Once the patient can 
understand his problems both 
emotionally and intellectually, he is 
then free to make a choice of what, if 
anything, he wants to change in his 
life in light of this new knowledge. 

Does psychotherapy take a long 
time? In many cases, one to three 
years. Dr. Shevrin noted. But this is 
not a yardstick of how “sick” the 
patient is but merely indicates the 
amount of ground to be covered. 

“You can’t go over the emotional 
milieu of a lifetime in a few weeks or 
months working one to three hours 
per week, “he said.

Michigan residents can gain free 
telephone access to their state 
senator by calling the Michigan 
Senate’s new toll free “Action Line”. 

Senate Majority Leader William 
Faust (D-13th District) announced 
that a toll free telephone line has 
been installed in the office of the 
Secretary of the Senate to relay 
messages to senators from their 
constituents. 


Messages received on the toll free 
number, 1-800-292-5893, Monday 
through Friday between the hours of 
9a.m. and 5 p.m., will be forwarded 
to the senators’ offices several times 
a day. Senators and their staff will 
then be able to respond to the con- 
stituent request on existing state 
WATS lines.

VA to reach out 


The Veterans Ad- 
ministration in October 
will inaugurate a novel 
outreach program, 
aimed at assisting 
Vietnam Era veterans 
who have experienced 
persistent difficulties in 
re-entering the main- 
stream of American 
Jife. 

The new, low-key 
cpunseling program 
was authorized by the 
Veterans Health Care 
Amendments Act of 
1979, signed into law by 
President Carter on 
June 13. 

The law authorizes 
VA to provide re- 
adjustment counseling 
for Vietnam Era 
veterans who request 
such assistance within 
two years after 
discharge, or before 
Oct. 1, 1981, whichever 
is later. 

An innovation in the 
law permits VA to 
provide these coun- 
seling services without 
the necessity of a formal 
medical diagnosis. 

A major goal of the 
new service will be the 
re-adjustment 
motivation of Vietnam 
Era veterans who are 
not mentally ill, but 
may need counseling for 
a variety of read- 
justment problems they 
are encountering in 
civilian life. 

The program will be a 
preventive medical 
service which seeks to 


prov i de needed 
assistance without what 
some regard as the 
stigma of a psychiatric 
diagnosis. 

To offer the widest 
variety of readjustment 
counseling services, an 
informal “store front” 
atmosphere may be 
supplemented with 
private psychological 
treatment under 
authority granted in the 
law, or by admission to 
VA’s regular mental 
health program, if the 
veteran requests this 
level of help and it is 
medically indicated. 

VA will be staffing the 
program with more 
than 300 counselors who 
will be located in ap- 
proximately 100 “store 
front" locations across 
the country. 

In addition to 
authorizing the unique 
readjustment coun- 
seling program, the new 
legislation also created 
a five-year VA pilot 
program for the 
treatment and 
rehabilitation of 
veterans with alcohol or 
drug dependence 
disabilities in com- 
munity-based facilities 
such as halfway houses, 
thereapeutic com- 
munities and 
psychiatric residential 
treatment centers. 

Also authorized is a 5- 
year VA pilot program 
of preventive health

and delay many citizens encounter 
when trying to deal with state 
government,” Faust said. “By using 
this toll free referral line, we hope to 
provide our constituents with 
prompt service at a minimum of 
expense.” 

Many of the information requests 
received in Senate offices concern 
the state bureaucracy and where to 
go to have a problem solved Faust 
said. 

“One phone call on the Senate 
Action Line will put the in- 
formational contacts and resources 
of a State Senator’s office at the 
disposal of Michigan residents and 
eliminate the need for several costly 
long distance phone calls,” he ad- 
ded. 


Faust said that several senators 
had expressed an interest in some 
type of toll free phone service for 
constituents wishing to get in touch 
with their Senator. Installation of 
two lines in the Secretary of the 
Senate’s office will provide that 
service without the expense and 
duplication of individual lines for 
each office. 

“If you require information 
concerning legislation, or need help 
in cutting through bureaucratic red 
tape, the Michigan Senate Action 
Line is at your disposal,” Faust said. 
“I encourage all Michigan citizens 
to utilize this service to make their 
voice heard in the legislative 
process.” 


PEST OF THE WEEK 



CARPENTER ANTS 

Ants around the home are of two 
types, the large black carpenter ants 
and the smaller brown, red or black 
garden ants. Both types may invade 
home in search of food in spring and 
fall. 

Inside try to locate the areas where 
ants occur in greatest numbers. Spot 
treat these areas with any prepared 
aerosol. Outdoors, treating the foun- 
dation of the home with diazinon will 
provide a chemical barrier to prevent 
entry. 

If carpenter ants persist indoors 
check for areas of unsound wood 
that serves as a nesting site. Spray 
the prepared aerosol into the nest 
and replace the decaying wood.

First Step 'steps' up counselling services 


“First Step” has stepped up its 
services to battered wives in the out* 
Wayne County area, with extended 
hours and addition of two social 
workers to the staff. 

The Westland-based crisis in- 
tervention and counseling service 
for victims of domestic assault is 
now working on developing a 24-hour 
crisis line, and is still seriously 
looking for a house to become its 
shelter for clients. 

Beginning this week, First Step 
will open from 9 a m. until 9 p.m. 
The crisis phone line is 595-1111. 

Recently obtained grant money 
has enabled the non-profit service 
organization to add a full-time and 
part-time social worker to the staff, 
in addition to director-social worker 
Debbie Benjamin, who carried the 
entire counseling load since she was 
hired last November. 

New to the staff are Gail Esty, a 
recent graduate of Wayne State 
University with a master’s degree in 
social work, and Judy Gropp, who 
will work half-time to enable the 
center to take calls until 9 p.m. 
Monday through Friday. 

According to director Ms. Ben- 
jamin, data for April through June 
of this year shows that 107 different 
individuals were counseled, once or 
several times, during that 3-month 
span. The victims almost always 
called before coming in to the 
community center on Dorsey Road, 
and some simply called for crisis 
counseling and emotional support 
and never came in. All victims 
calling the center have been women. 

Besides counseling, other services 
have included transportation of 
victims to Detroit shelters when the 
woman wanted to leave her home, or 
money for motel accommodations, 
plus referrals to social agencies. 

First Step depends on volunteers 
to help in transportation, in staffing 
the crisis lines and helping to find 
housing for victims. Volunteers still 
are urgently needed, Ms. Benjamin 
added. 

The social workers do counsel 
husbands separately and with their 
wives if the man, who is usually the 
aggressor in the violent situation, is 


willing to come in Ms. Esty noted 
that she is currently seeing a 
husband and wife, separately at 
times and together at other times, 
because both have expressed an 
interest in salvaging their marriage 
Mo6t of the abuse has been verbal in 
that case so far, although the woman 
came to First Step because she 
feared that the verbal abuse would 
soon escalate to physical violence. 

In this way, the counseling may 
serve to be preventive rather than 
after-the-fact of physical assault. 

The project also is actively 
working on finding a house that can 
serve as a temporary shelter for 
abused women. There are none in 
out-Wayne County. Women must be 
referred to shelters in Detroit if they 
have no where else to go. 

A house has been identified that 
project workers would like to use, 
located on the grounds of Wayne 
County General Hospital in 
Westland. Ms. Benjamin said that 
the house has been inspected to 
determine costs of renovations, 
which were estimated at $20,000. The 
First Step has not officially had 
discussions with Wayne County 
government about using the home, 
although they plan to do so, Ms. 
Benjamin said. 

The project does not have the 
$20,000 needed to renovate the 
building even if they could secure a 
nominal lease for it. Money will be 
solicited from various foundations 
and area corporations. 

A recent $53,000 grant from the 
state cannot be used for capital 
expenses, so the funds were used to 
beef up the staff. Other major grant 
sources have been from the City of 
Westland and Plymouth Township. 
Other out-county communities will 
be asked for funds, specifically 
funds from federal Community 
Development grants. Westland’s 
donation came from those CD funds. 

It will be a minimum of a year 
before First Step is operating a 
shelter, Ms. Benjamin estimated. 
However, she said she thinks the 
project has made tremendous 
progress in the past eight months 
since her hiring. She was the first 
staff member..

Seasonal accents 


The excitement of fresh, spring flowers: the glory of 
a sun bathed garden and Ihe whispering of windswept 
fall leaves. All come and go with the changing of the 
seasons. Much like the changes going on outside, the 
interior of a home can reflect seasonal changes as 
well. Candle arrangements set up throughout the 
home or used as table centerpieces can bring the 
beauty of each season inside for enjoyment. 
Changing your decor to match the seasons doesn't 
have to he expensive. In fact, most arrangements 
can be done with existing accent pieces, combined 
with a few candles and a sprig or two of greenery. 


The first thing to remember is that your candle 
arrangement should complement a room's color 
scheme. Darker colors of candles generally are used 
in the fall and winter, while lighter variations of the 
same colors are used in spring and summer. In the 
spring feature a table centerpiece with a light- 
colored 3-inch-diameter round candle. Place the 
candle in the middle of a large bowl and surround 
with spring flowers in a variety of pastel colors — 
yellow, pink, white. Place small votive candles in 
spring-colored glass containers around the cen- 
terpiece. In summer plants flourish, so show them off 
in your arrangements.

Michigan is a four-season 
paradise surrounded by glistening 
waters with abundant natural and 
man-made attractions ideally suited 
to outdoor recreation 

With more than 11,000 inland lakes 
and four Great Lakes, Michigan 
appeals strongly to water sports 
enthusiasts. Few locations in the 
state are more than 15 minutes by 
car from a lake or river 

The inland water route stretching 
across the northern part of the 
Lower Peninsula between Lake 
Huron and Crooked Lake near 
Petoskey attracts many boaters. 
That 85-mile navigable waterway 
goes from Crooked Lake up the 
Crooked River, across Burt Lake, 
through Indian River, across Mullett 
Lake and up the Cheboygan River 
into Cheboygan 

The Au Sable River is a pic- 
turesque route, popular with 
canoeists and trout fishermen 
Several dozen canoeists annually 
participate in the Au Sable River 
Canoe Marathon between Grayling 
and Oscoda. This year’s marathon is 
July 27-28 

Michigan’s largest inland lake is 
glacier-made, 31.3-square-mile 
Houghton Lake, which is popular 
with boaters and walleye and 
panfish anglers. Neighboring 
Higgins Lake is a lively summer 
resort and noted winter ice fishing 
area. 

Mullett, Burt and Black lakes to 
the north are home for the state's 
largest f ish-the sturgeon, which can 
weigh more than 100 lbs. Lakes 
Cadillac and Mitchell near Cadillac 
are renowned walleye and pike 
fishing locations. 

About 34 state rivers, bays and 
lakes host salmon fishermen each 
summer and fall. Coho averaging 25 
pounds and chinook weighing up to 
40 pounds attract anglers. 

Many of the state's approximately 
150 waterfalls are viewed best by 
hikers. The Upper Peninsula has one 
of the world’s most beautiful 
cataracts in Tahquamenon Falls, 
which is 200 feet wide and has a drop 
of more than 50 feet. 

Camping enthusiasts will find 
some 70,000 campsites available in 
Michigan, with more than 36,000 
located at private parks. The 72 
state parks offer nearly 14,000 
campsites with additional facilities 
at national and state forests and 
county, township and city parks. 

Wilderness State Park near 
Mackinaw City is great for persons 
interested in rustic camping as is 
Hartwick Pines State Park near 
Grayling. Hartwick has a stand of 


virgin pines towering as high as 140 
feet. 

Migratory waterfowl and other 
wildlife help enhance the state’s 
reputation as a hunter’s paradise. 
More that 700,000 deer hunters 
annually venture into the woods for 
the Nov. 15 firearms opener. 
Another 81,000 bow and arrow en- 
thusiasts find Michigan woods in- 
viting hunting grounds for deer 

Duck, grouse, pheasant, bear and 


turkey hunting also attract 
thousands of sportsmen. 

In the winter, snowmobiles can 
travel on more than 3.7 million acres 
of state-managed forests, plus 2,300 
miles of marked trails in state 
forests. In addition, there are 105,000 
acres of state park and recreation 
lands open to snowmobiling. 

It now is possible to travel 300 
miles across the Upper Peninsula 
from SaultSte. Marie into Wisconsin 


or 230 miles across Lower Michigan 
from Tawas City to Traverse City 
via groomed snowmobile trails. 

Skiers can choose from 58 public 
areas in the state, including 24 in 
West Michigan, 12 in East Michigan, 
eight in Southeast Michigan and 14 
in the Upper Peninsula. 

111066 seeking the solitude of 
forests and less traveled areas will 
find miles of marked and open cross- 
country ski trails. 


Ann Arbor gets ready 
for Street Art Fair 


What has a paper fish 
floating overhead, raku 
ceramics demon- 
strations below, and 
attracts 200,000 people 
every year? 

The Ann Arbor Street 
Art Fair, held this year 
July 25 28 on South and 
East University streets 
in Ann Arbor. 

The fair hours are 9 
a m. to 10 p.m. July 25- 
27 and 9 a.m. to 7 p.m. 
July 28. 

Now entering its 20th 
year, this nationally 
known show began with 
145 artists hanging their 
work on ropes strung 
between parking 
meters. The fair was 
such a success that it 
grew by leaps and 
bounds until a decision 
was made in 1963 to 
limit the number of 
spaces available to 
about 300. 

A jurying process was 


set up to handpick the 
best of the many artists 
who applied. A second 
evaluation occurs on the 
street during the fair 
and determines which 
artists will be invited 
back. Each year, about 
80 percent of the 
exhibitors return, 
leaving 30 to 60 openings 
for new artists. 

More that 600 people 
apply for those openings 
sending slides of their 
paintings, sculptures, 
pottery, textiles, 
glassware and other 
work. The Art Fair 
Acceptance Committee, 
made up of artists who 
judge only their own 
field of expertise, 
selects the cream of the 
cream of the crop. 

The fair also includes 
the work of invited 
groups of Ann Arbor 
senior citizens, local 
high school students and 


the Ann Arbor Potters 
Guild 

The art fair is spon- 
sored by the Ann Arbor 
Street Fair Inc., with 
cooperation from the 
Ann Arbor Chamber of 
Commerce, the South 
University Merchants 
Association, the 
University of Michigan 
and interested members 
of the community. 

It is run by the Ann 
Arbor Street Fair 
Committee, which is 
made up of volunteers 
from each of the 
aforementioned groups. 
Some have been 
devoting their time to 
the fair since 1969, when 
the South University 
merchants first 
proposed the idea as a 
way to attract the public 
during Summer 
Bargain Days. 

The fair still is held in 


conjunction with the 
summer sales, but it has 
gained a reputation of 
its own for professional 
artistic excellence. 

The fish has become 
the symbol of the fair 
since the very first year. 
A merchant donated 
several Japanese paper 
fish, and they’ve been 
floating colorfully over 
Ihe fair ever since. 

Demonstrations by 
the artists are another 
attraction of the fair. 
Visitors can watch wood 
carvers, potters, 
spinners, metal 
sculptures and others as 
they work. 

The Ann Arbor Street 
Art Fair guarantees 
something for everyone, 
as Ann Arborites mix 
with visitors from 
across the country, and 
the town gives itself 
over to this summer 
celebration of the arts.

“Night Must Fall,” a murder 
melodrama by Emlyn Williams, and 
David Mamet’s prize-winning 
“American Buffalo,” both open next 
Wednesday (Aug. 1) at 8:30 p.m., for 
a twoweek run in the two theatres at 
the Hilberry. 

The plays, both performed by 
memembers of the Hilberry 
Repertory Company, run con- 
currently, Wednesdays through 
Saturdays, Aug. 1-4 and 8-11. “Night 
Must Fall” is upstairs at the 
Hilberry, "American Buffalo” is in 
the Studio Theatre downstairs. 

“Night Must Fall” was Emlyn 
Wiliams’ first playwriting success 
and his first real success as an 
actor. He played Dan, the bellboy 
and chief murder suspect, to critical 
and popular acclaim in both London 
and New York during the mid-3Qs. 
Williams also is known as the author 
of "The Corn is Green,” recently 
revived at Meadow Brook Theatre 
and on national television. 

“American Buffalo” was first 
produced by the Goodman Theatre 
in Chicago in 1975. The New York 
Broadway production opened at the 
Ethel Barrymore Theatre in 1977. 
“American Buffalo” received both 
Obie and New York Drama Critics 
Circle awards for the Best American 
Play of 1977. 


“Night Must Fall,” a study in 
psychopathic homicide, is set in a 
lonely Essex household where a 
dead woman’s body is found in the 
garden. Several household members 
and guests become suspected of 
murder, and every possible bit of 
terror is squeezed from the 
situation. 

"American Buffalo” is set in a 
junk shop where three small-time 
crooks plan to burglarize the 
apartment of a coin collector who 
bought a valuable "Buffalo nickel” 
from the shop. Critic Jack Kroll 
praised Mamet’s unusual ability “to 
create a formal and moral shape out 
of the undeleted expletives of our 
foul-mouthed time.” The language 
in “American Buffalo,” although a 
major part of the play’s brilliance, 
makes it suitable for mature 
audiences only. 

“Night Must Fall” is directed by 
Robert T. Hazzard, with set design 
by Blair Vaughn Anderson, 
costumes by Marilyn Renaud and 
lighting by Eric Insko. 

“American Buffalo” is directed by 
Russell Smith with set and lighting 
by Garry Chopcian and costumes by 
Jackie Durbin.

EMU players set 
for 'Private Lives' 


"Private Lives,” Noel 
Coward’s intimate 
comedy based on the 
chance reunion of a

Directed by Mitchel 
McElya, a professor in

The 
action of the play un- 
folds when they meet by 
chance and rakindle the 
love they once felt for 
each other.

The younger artists, a generation 
removed from Abstract Ex- 
pressionists and Minimalists, reveal 
a new concern for recognizable 
image. In a variety of materials and 
forms, including tape and video, 
they explore fresh approaches to 
imagery and real objects. 

The artists are Terry Allen of 
California, Michael Luchs and 
Michele Oka Doner of Michigan, 
Scott Burton and Dennis Oppenheim 
of New York and Jim Roche of 
Florida. 

Exhibition of their work, “Image 
and Object in Contemporary 
Sculpture,” is open at The Detroit 
Institute of Arts through Sept. 12. 
Organized by Belloli, the display 
includes works especially com- 
missioned for Detroit showing. 

The pieces, 29 in all, range from 
single, small objects to large en- 
vironments, some embracing video, 
sound, narration, painted surfaces 
and sculptural forms. Installation 
will be throughout two floors of the 
museum’s Ford (South) Wing. 

Belloli noted: “For the first time, 
a great variety of styles and artistic 
attitudes have co-existed throughout 


the (current) decade without any 
one of them appearing to have 
predominant avant garde status ” 
The number of viable artistic 
modes, Belloli said, have combined 
with the de-emphasis of New York 
as America’s artistic capitol and 
thus contributed to the resurgence of 
regional activity in the 1970s 
Terry Allen, a natice of West 
Texas, will be represented by two 
environmental pieces, including 
sculpture, painting, sound and 
writing, from the “Ring,” his ex- 
tensive series based on the story of a 
disintegrating marriage of two 
writers and expressed with images 
from professional wrestling. 

Scott Burton creates sculptural 
objects that also are pieces of fur- 
niture — chairs and tables that are 
meant to be used — and completely 
transforms the traditional 
relationship between “high” art and 
functional design 
Michele Oka Doner concentrates 
on natural forms — bones, seeds, 
roots and other objects — that, 
reinterpreted in clay and bronze, 
become ritual objects expressing the 
continuity of the cycle of life. 


Michael Luchs devises sculptures 
of assembled scrap wood, wire, 
metal and other cast-off materials 
that are powerfully emotional 
images of rabbits, suffering and 
trapped 

Dennis Oppenheim. widely 
recognized for his earthworks, 
conceptual and body art and more 
recent interior environments, 
contributes two sculptures, both 
dealing with themes of change and 
transformation and of human 
destruction His work also explores 


the role of art and the artist in our 
society. 

Jim Roche is fascinated by- 
religious and popular myths, or 
myths he creates himself. He deals 
with Christian, vampire, Texan and 
other symbols by assembling con- 
temporary, often funky, kitsch 
materials into sculptures that are 
very funny and serious at the same 
time. He has constructed several 
pieces, including the imaginary 
beast, the “Texadilian,” for the 
show.

Visitors to Greenfield 
Village know that there 
is no business like early 
American show 
business during Old 
Time Summer Festival 
—a daily event in which 
minstrels stroll, actors 
entertain and all the 
village is a stage. 

The festival, which 
continues through Sept. 
2, features vintage 
music and wit by the 
Greenfield Village 
Players, who don period 
costumes, portray 
historic personages, 
dance or simply sing the 
songs that were popular 
generations ago. 

The Players — for the 
first time — present 
variety shows in Town 
Hall recalling the songs 
and entertainment of 
1879 and 1929, com- 
memorating, respec- 
tively, Thomas Edison’s 
epoch-making invention 
of the incandescent 
lamp 100 years ago and 
the founding of the 
Edison Institute 
(popularly known as 
Greenfield Village and 
Henry Ford Museum) 50 
years ago. 

Nearby, Dixieland 
music plays, and portly 
Ben Franklin recites 
sage sayings and looks 
back on his life. An old- 
time medicine show 
peddles pratfalls and 
the miracle cure-all, 
Wizard Oil. Just down 
the street, Stephen 
Foster sings “Suwan- 
nee” and some of his 
other compositions, and 
a new feature, Hermann 


the Great, revives 
original magic tricks of 
the 1890s. 

A perennial feature is 
the Player’s rendition of 
“TheTrial,” the story of 
a young woman in 1880 
who takes her male 
employer to court in an 
attempt to get a job 
using a new-dangled 
machine — the 
typewriter.

The Sports Meridian

Nearly 100 golfers will face a new 
challenge in the long and lush Dun 
Rovin golf course as swingers for 
five cities chase championship 
trophies in the annual 1979 City 
Championship Golf Tournament. 

But the main obstacle remains in 
the form of sweet-swinging Tom 
Piscopink of Wayne who has cap- 
tured the last two titles and also won 
three straight Wayne city titles and 
the Patrolman Lenny Anderson 
Memorial Trophy. The 5-foot-7, 160- 
pound “Mighty Mite” of area 
golfing, who is always the last in line 
when in comes to entering the an- 
nual classic, usually finishes in front 
of the pack. 

The mad scramble for area golf 
supremacy by local linksmen will 
take place this Saturday and Sunday 
at Dun Rovin Golf Course, located at 
16377 Haggerty Road, between Five 
and Six Mile Roads in Plymouth. 

City Championships are held 
simultaneously for golfers from 
Wayne, Westland, Canton, Inkster 
and Garden City during the annual 
summer classic, with the lowest 36- 
hole total taking the over-all 
championship trophy. 

Medalists from each of the four 
cities will also get first-place 


trophies and the top three in each 
community will take home hand- 
some hardware. 

Providing the test this year will be 
the layout at Dun Rovin, a long, 
wooded 6,850 yard, par 72-course. 

“The condition of our course is 
excellent,” said Rich Cummins, 
owner of the course. “We don’t take 
a back seat to any course in the 
matter of condition. This is the best 
it has been in, since I bought the golf 
course 16 years ago. 

“And I am delighted to host the 
City Golf Championships and our 
course will furnish a tough, fair test 
to the golfers,” Cummins said. 

Other city champions last year 
included Rick Francis of Canton 
with a 144 total, Terry Bielecki of 
Garden City with 145, Angelo 
Garfole of Inkster with 146 and 
Murray Brooks of Westland whose 
148 took honors in the tournament’s 
largest community. 

In case of a tie for any of the first 
three places, a “sudden death” 
playoff system will determine the 
winner of the particular trophy. 

Cummins pointed out that golfers 
in this year’s tourney, which will be 
played at Dun Rovin for the first 
time, will face a series of long, tough 
par-3 holes. 

“All our par three’s are tough,” 
Cummins stressed, “but number 18 


is probably the hardest.” 

The wind-up hole is 185 yards long 
and the fairway is punctuated by a 
large pond approximately half-way 
between tee and green. 

The toughest par 4 hole is number 
1, a lengthy 465-yard opener that 
catches many golfers off guard 
starting out. “Everyone better come 
ready to play from the opening tee- 
off,” Cummins said, “or they can 
find themselves in instant trouble.” 

Cummins said he planted 600 trees 
when he bought the course 16 years 
ago and many of the trees have since 
died from Dutch Elm disease 
However, a multitude still remains 
to barricade the greens from errant 
shots. 

Other holes listed as very tough by 
the owner are No. 11, a par 5 test 
whose fairway cuts through heavy 
trees; No. 17, 575 long straight yards 
to test the heavy hitters; and the 
number two handicap hole, the 7th, 
which doglegs slightly left through 
trees. 

Bill Hawley, athletic director at 
Wayne Memorial High School, is 
serving as tourney director again. It 
is the seventh year that Hawley has 
taken on the sometimes con- 
troversial always exciting position. 

In case of dispute on rules, 
competitors are urged to discuss any 
clarification with him.

The two-time champ did it again - got his entry 
blank in here just before the deadline on Friday. The sports people 
around here were not surprised, after all, that’s Tom’s modus 
operandi. And how can you knock a winner? 

Though he says he hasn’t been “out there as much as he’d like 
to,” watch out for piscopink on the course. He’s my favorite to 
repeat. He uses the tournament to celebrate his birthday which 
usually falls the same week of our tournament. 

And Jack Nelson, who is the pro at Dun Rovin, says the course is 
in excellent shape and reiterated what he said a few weeks ago: 
“Please tell your golfers that we can’t allow spectators on the golf 
course during competition.
